DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims/Reasons for Allowance 

In the Decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences set forth on 13 
June 201 1 , the rejections under 35 U.S.C. §1 03 of claims 1 , 3, 5-1 7, 1 9-21 , 23, 25, 27- 
29 and 41-43 were sustained, but rejection of claims 18 and 40 under 35 U.S.C. §103 
were not sustained. On 1 September 201 1, the Examiner mailed a letter to the Applicant 
with a one month or thirty day time period to incorporate dependent claim 18 into 
independent claim 1 and dependent claim 40 into independent claim 23 and cancel 
claims 22 and 44 directed to an invention non-elected with traverse in the Reply filed 17 
March 2006. Below is an Examiner's Amendment addressing the remaining issues to 
place this case in condition for allowance in accordance with the Decision by the Board 
of Patent Appeals and Interferences set forth on 13 June 201 1 .

Claim 23 (Currently Amended) A method for forming a refractory metal- 
intermetallic composite article, the method comprising: 

providing a first powder comprising a refractory metal suitable for forming a metal 

phase; 
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providing a second powder comprising a silicide precursor suitable for forming an 
intermetallic phase; 

blending the first powder and the second powder to form a powder blend; 

consolidating and mechanically deforming the powder blend at a first 
temperature; 

and 

reacting the powder blend at a second temperature to form the metal phase and 
the intermetallic phase of the refractory metal-intermetallic composite article, wherein 
the second temperature is higher than than the first temperature; and 

wherein the first powder comprises at least one of niobium, titanium, and 
molybdenum; and the second powder comprises at least one of silicon, germanium, and 
boron[.] wherein the refractory metal-intermetallic composite has a graded composition.
